Premier Balfour took the house by storm. 
His speech was the most extraordinary and 
the most vehement he has ever been known | 
to make in his long political career. He 
avowed himself an out and out free trader 
and yet kept his hands untied and left the 
wee open for discussion of Chamberlain's 
preferential tariff plan. 

So thoroughly did the premier carry the 
house with him that the Chaplin amendment 
was defeated by a majority of 396 votes, 
composed of unionists, liberals, and Irish 
members. The minority who supported Mr. 
Chaplin’s amendment were almost all the 
followers of the government, while many 
others of the conservative party abstained 


It has half past 10 o'clock last evening 
when Premier Balfour sprang to his feet to 
reply to the taunts of the opposition and 
appeals from his own party. For two days 
the house of commons has rung with echoes 
of discussions within the cabinet and dis. 
satisfaction without. 


Balfour Loudly Cheered. 

The premier was loudly cheered, He had 

begun to. deal with the Chaplin 

amendment before he was, int 
hurtitané of applatise and 
at the entry of Mr. Chamberlain, who had 
been absent hitherto throughout the evening. 
The colonial secretary dropped into his ac- 
customed place. Thb house was now packed 
with peers, members of the house, and spec- 
tators as it has not been since the days of 
home rule, and they waited and listened in 
tense expectation. — 

In a whimsical vein Mr. Balfour explained 
that the only reason that the grain tax was 
put 25 was because the government wanted 
and the only reason it was taken 
off was because the government wanted 
money no longer. 

Reverting to the charges of vacillation 
made against him, the premier took on a 
tone of unusual vehemence. 
that he himself, though a believer in free 
trade (which statement met with loud ap- 
plause), did not regard it as a fetich, and he 
had absolutely an open mind regarding the 
necessity for any alterations in a system 
which was founded to suit conditions of fifty 
years ago. He refused not only to make a 
statement of any finality upon such an im- 
portant question, but he also refused to com- 
pel his colleagues to conform to a standard 
of opinion upon which he himself had an 
open mind. He admitted that differences of 
opinion existed within the cabinet, but these

Mr. Balfour made an impassioned plea, en- 
| forced by the precedents of friction in Mr. 
Gladstone’s ministries, for allowing the 
premier to retain an open mind upon a ques- 
tion so difficult and so superior to all party 
issues. The speaker did not believe that 
the country would ever return to the old 
protective system, and no tax on food was 
ever imposed without the full assent of the 
working classes. 

They were confronted, however, continued 
the premier, by three great phenomena: Huge 
tariff walis against the united kingdom, 
the growth of trusts, and the desire of the 
colonies for closer fiscal union with the 
mother country. These factors could not be 
ignored. He maintained that the method 
of starting a public discussion was the only 
way to deal with these phenomena, though 
he did not commit himself to Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s more advanced program. 

It would be folly and rashness, he said, to 
interfere with the great system which had 
been in operation for so many years with- 
out the most careful examination and with- 
out due regard for history and the tradi- 
tions of the past, while at the same time they 
could not ignore those new problems which 
the ever changing face of industrial life pre- 
sented for decision and the action of states- 


Chamberlain Is Pleased. 


This noncommittal speech and appeal, made 
with all the eloquence and magnetism which 
Mr. Balfour wields so successfully, for an 
open mind not only in the cabinet but in the 
unionist party, brought a constant salvo of 
cheers. Throughout Mr. Chamberlain sat be- 
side the leader of the house, beaming with 


Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the lib- 
eral leader, briefly replied, appealing for an 
opportunity for the house to more fully dis- 
cuss the issue raised. He said one member 
‘of the government was prepared to make a 
revolution in the country's fiscal system, a 
question upon which the next general elec- 
tions should be decided. 

This appeal elicited no response on the part 
of the government. The members .of the 
house trooped into the lobby to vote against 
rarer s amendment, the general comment 
Balfour has saved Chamberiain.”’ 

The colonial secretary, himseif jubilant,

RUMOR WOULD END | 


HOUSE TROUBLE. 


Hotel and Restdurant Men Held a 


cret Session to Verify a Report That 

Peace Could Be Restored if Cash 
Wers Paid to Certain Union Leaders 

—Declare They Have a Strong Case 

—Walkouts May Be Ordered Today 
in Some 


A secret meeting of hotel and restaurant 


managers was held at the Palmer house 
early this (Thursday) morning, and at its 
close some of those present declared the 
purpose was to verify the report that an 
offer had been made to settle the cooks’ and 
waiters’ strike in a way strongly suggestive 
of bribery. The story was that a member 
of the employé6s’ joint committee had made 
the suggestion in a roundabout wer that 
the trouble could be adjusted by “ ‘ fixing 5 
the union leaders. 


Paul Blatchford, John Vogelsang, and 


Manager Osterreider of the Edelweiss were 
| among thoge at the secret conference, Al- 
though no one man would be quoted al say- 
ing the alleged bribe proposition had been 
considered, it was admitted that an effort 
will be made today to secure affidavits that 
a bribe was asked by those connected with 
the employés’ unions. What progress was 
made in securing evidence against the ac- 
cused men was not disclosed, but it was de- 
clared that the case would be followed vigor- 
ously this morning. If the managers are 
successful sworn statements by the men ap- 
proached will be secured today. 


Strong Case Is Claimed. 
One of the hotel men declared that the em- 


ployers had beem working on the bribery clew |- 
for several days, and would have a strong 
case, although so many go betweens had been 
employed that the clew was most difficult to 
follow. 


Earlier in the night another meeting was 


held at the hotel. It lasted until midnight 
and resulted in a partial agreement between 
the employés' unions and the proprietors of 
the Chicago Beach, Hyde Park, Winder- 
mere, Del Prado, and Vendomé hotels. 3 


The agreement, which it is expected will 


be ratified tonight, places the Chicago Beach 
in a class by itself with a scale of $40 a 
month during the summer and $380 for the 
| wintér months. The scale for the Hyde 
Park and Wingermere, in another class, was 
$35 and $30, end for the Del Prado der 
the year round. 


Hotel Men Stand Firm. 8

ually. He denied last night that this was 


the case. 


I told my barkeepers that I had no objec- 


tion to their joining the union,“ said he, “I 
had been informed by the union that such 
action would be necessary before I could 
enter into negotiations for a settlement of 
the strike at my restaurant, but a settlement 
of the wage schedule is no nearer than be- 
fore. Neither I nor any of the restaurants 
of my class have been able to come to terms 
with the union.

PROTEST OR AID, 


au the Powers Warned 
No Interference in the 
Kisheneff Affair Will 


Be Permitted, 


HELP IS. NOT. WANTED. | 


American ‘Told ‘That Offers to 
Aid Jewish Survivors of 


Riots Cannot Be 
Accepted. 


Washington, 5. C., June 10.—[Special. 
The Russian government has intimated un- 
officially that it will not permit any foreign 
power td make official representations re- 
garding the Kisheneff affair, Neither will 
Russia accept the numerous offers from 
American sources to aid the families of the 
victims of the riot. 

Russia's position in reference to a possible 
friendly protest from any ot the powers re- 
garding fhe treatment of Russian Jews 1s 
stated as follows: 
. “It will not be possible for Russia to ro- 
ceive any representations regarding the Kish- 
eneff incident from a foreign, power, The 
Russian government takes the same posi- 
tion as that long held by the American gov- 
ernment—namely: Tat it refrains from in- 
terference in the internal affairs of another 
power and must insist on similar treatment 


for itself. | 
One Concession to Powers. 


Should any foreign power take steps to 
restrict immigration of Russian Jews on the 
ground that they are undesirable, Russia 
will not protest. She admits the right of 
every nation to say who shall come through 


its gates and who shall not. 


“Should any country, as a result.of the 
Kisheneff incident, adopt measures restrict- 
ing immigration of Russian Jews, Russia 
will regard such a step only as a defensive 
measure on the part of the power taking 
it, and not in the light of a reflection on the 


Russian government. 


* Russia has not been 1 of the 
generous offers which have come to her from 
America since the affair at Kisheneff, nor the 
humane motive which may have prompted 
these offers. In view of the fact that his 
majesty the emperor has the means at 
hand to relieve suffering wherever it appears 
in his empire, outside aid is unnecessary, 1

Anglo-Aimerican Bentiment-

M. Witte, minister of finance, who, it is 
known, feels no sympathy with the ill treat- 
ment of the Jews, is endeavoring to bring 
about speedy remedial legislative measures 
on the subject. The chances are said to be 
good that a new law bringing considerable 
relief to Jewish citizens will be accepted by 
the imperial council and sanctioned by the 
ezar despite the anticipated opposition of 
M. Plehve, minister of the interior, who even 
now is endeavoring to thwart M. Witte’ 5 


efforts. 
Blood Not Used in Ritual. 


It has been suggested that leaflets should 
be issued by the government for the common 
people, informing them that the use 
Christian blood, far from being commended 
by the Jewish ritual, was utterly abhorred 
by it, but this proposal has no chance of 


being adopted. 


Serious disorders are reported among the 
workingmen of Nikolaieff. They originated 
in the ill treatment of workmen and insuffi- . 
cient pay. Fears for the Jews in the town 
were entertained, but the Cossacks reéstab- 
lished order for the moment. A recrudes- 
cence of the troubles is feared, however. 


Socialist Movement Blamed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 10.*-The officials 
now assert the troubles at Kisheneff were an 
uprising of the peasantry against the Jewish 
socialist movement. Interior Minister von 
Plehve is said to have read the J ewish depu- 
tation, which saw him recently, a lecture on 
the dangers of socialism, warning them that 
they must control their young men, other- 
wise the emigration of Jews from Russia 
would reach unprecedented proportions. 

The Osvobozhdenie, which is a notorious 
anti-Semitic organ, asserts that Vice Gov. 
Oustrougor addressed the Jews at the funeral 
of the victims of the Kisheneff massacre as 


follows: 


„Gentlemen, you have 6 in ex- 
traordinary numbers. I could chase you 
away immediately, but I have pity for you. 
Calm yourselves. Forget what has hap- 
pened. It was for your sins or your fathers’ 
sins that God willed it. You must abase 


yourselves.” 


The same paper reports that a strong agra- 
rian movement exists throughout the west- 
ern Caucasus, where the Georgians and the in- 
habitants of Imeritia are terribly excited.

TROOPS 20 QUBLL STRIKE 


ARIZONA MINING CAMP IS IN 
3 HANDS OF MOB. 


Acting Governor Telegraphs Wash- 
ington That 3,000 Miners Are in 
Possession of Morenci and a Riot Is 
Feared —Regulars Ordered from 

Forts Grant and Huachuca and win 
Reach Town Today—Militia Power- 
_less and Mill Is Seized. + 


Pheenix, Ariz., June 10.—[Special.}—Gov- 
ernment troops have been ordered to proceed 
at once to the mining town of Morenci, in 
Graham county, to protect lives and prop- 
erty against the lawless acts of 3,000 strik- 
ing miners. Acting Gov. Stoddard today 
sent the following dispatch to Washington 
outhining the situation: 

Three thousand men, mostly foreigners, 
on strike at Morenci. The sheriff and the 
cap in of the Arizona Rangers advise me 
that the strikers are armed and in the hands 


| of professional agitators, and that there is 


an immediate need of a large force to quell 
a riot which is impending. Have ordered 
out the militia, but the number is small, 
scattered, and undisciplined. There is no 
probability of restoring order except by the 
presence of United States troops, which are 
needed there tonight. I respectfully request 
that troops be sent from Fort Grant and 
Fort Huachuca immediately.” 
Three Troops on the Way. 

Brig. Gen. Baldwin, commanding the de- 
partment of Colorado, has reported to Acting 
Gov. Stoddard that he had ordered three 
troops from Fort Grant, dismounted, and 
two troops from Fort Huachuca to report as 
soon as possible at Morenci, under command 
of Col. Lébo. Later advices are that 
Huachuca troops cannot possibly reach there 
under ‘thirty-six hours. These troops have 
sixty-five men each. The national guard of 
the territory, under Col. J. H. McClintock, 
which was ordered out yesterday and left at 
1 o'clock this morning, is expected to reach 
Morenci sometime this evening. 


Strikers Seize a Mill, 

From advices received from. Morenci this 
evening the strike situation seems to be grow- 
ing constantly worse. A message to Acting 
Gov. Stoddard filed since 6 o'clock says a 
force of guards were disarmed by strikers 
who 45 possession and are holding the 
Morenci mill.

Escorted by Company of Militia Men 


‘fly Reach Place of Trial Without 
Attack or Encounter—Only Two 
Persons Seen on Way—Guard Es- 
tablished Around Them in Court 


‘House Yard, 


St. Kas., June 10.—[Special. 
Army train ever traveled through western 
Kansas more thoroughly armed and with 
more precaution than did the train of eight 
wagons which arrived here at 7 o'clock this 
evening from the Dewey ranch escorting 


McBride to this little town for trial. 

All day there had been endless rumors of 
fights between the escort and friends of 
the Berrys, but when the prisoners and 


their guards arrived it proved that these 


rumors were untrue. 

Accompanied by company G of the Second 
Kansas State regiment, the three prisoners, 
in charge of Sheriff McCullough of Cheyenne 
county, left the O. K. ranch . 
this morning. A hard rain fell all night 
and during the early morning hours, making 
the roads heavy with mud. . Chauncey 
Dewey had provided wagons for the whole 
company. and in these the entire trip was 
“made with the exception of the march into 


town, 
Every Precaution Taken. | 
From the time the Dewey ranch was left 
every - ible precaution was taken to 
avoid a meeting with any of the settlers. 
From the ranch the route led over the hilis 
to the west toward the Berry home, now 
desolate because of the death dealing bullets 
of the Deweys. For five miles the little army 
wended its way over the roads, heavy with 
mud. Every man was on the lookout. The 
soldiers sat in their wagons with guns in 
their hands. Capt. Cunningham and Lieuts. 
Thompson and Hillebrand rode at the side 
of the three seated containing the prison- 
ers and the sheriff. ere were arms enough 
in this rig alone to make a formidable de- 
fense. 
Ready for Trouble Near Town. 


As the party wended its way over the hills 
every one was on the lookout for the Berry 
ranch. It was the first time the prisoners 
had been over the road since their wild ride 
back to O. K. ranch after the tragedy at the 
Berry ranch, but it was not the purpose of 
the officers to pass the house with their pris- 
oners. It would have been like waving a red 
rag in front of a bull, and so a road leading 
across the fields and away from the Berry 
ranch was taken, and not a soul was seen. 

An old settler, friendly to the Dewey out- 
fit, who knew every trail in the vast ranges, 
was attending as guide, and a route was 
chosen which led away from the more thick- 
ly settled places. As the party neared St. 
Francis late in the afternoon extra precau- 
tions were taken. Lieuts. Thompson and Hil- 
lebrand rode about a half mile ahead on the 
lookout for any signs of trouble. 

At one point the road rat along the rall- 
road which was hidden by high bluffs. Even 
these were searched before the party passed. 
Then the order was given to load and the 
‘onimous clankitig of the rifles was heard 
ag each soldier put a cartridge in his weapon. 
Once two horsemen stood on a hill and 


watched the soldiers. As they appeared the 


awe wheeled and disappeared as if by 
magic 

When the train was within a half mile of 
the town the troops left their wagons and. 
surrounding the rig carrying the cowboy pris- 
oner and his associates, they marched into 
the town. 


Big Crowd, but No Disorder. 


A great crowd greeted them as they 

marched to the courthouse yard, where they 
| went into camp. Not a sound was heard 
from any of the. hundreds of watchers, 
Among whom were some of the armed set- 
tlers who had gathered at the Berry ranch 
on Sunday. As soon as the courthouse yard 
was reached double sentry lines were thrown 
out, and the work ot erecting the camp 
commenced. 
Phe sentry lines were thronged with per- 
sons, all eager to catch a glimpee of the 
prisoners: They remained inside the lines 
and will not venture outside of the guard 
lines while here. 

The preliminary trial will not come up 
until next Tuesday, at which time Dewey and 
his companions will make a determined ef- 
fort to show his right to ball.

STRENGTHEN THE FIRE DEPARTMENT’. 
The insurance men say tothe mayor: 
Chicago's greatest immediate need ts for more 

apparatus and more men and a thorough over- 

hauling of the present equipment, as outlined in 
the fire marshal's last annuel report, especially 
as to the additional companies in the downtown 
and manufacturing districts, arid in those regnoter 
localities where the population is congested and 
the buildings and their use are of a hazardous 

nature. 
The truth of this cannot be gainsaid. 

There is need of more engines and men. ‘The 

growth of the department has not kept pace 

with that of the municipality. There has 
been an improvement in the character of 
buildings erected, especially in the business 
district, where the skyscrapers serve as @ 
barrier against the spread of a fire, but the 
city as a whole is not so well.protected as 
it was a few years ago. Because of the 
lack of adequate protection the owners and 
occupants of buildings are subjected te an 
onerous insurance tax, which prudence bids 
the insurance companies levy, and which 
owners of insurable property have to pay 
or take extra hazards. ; 
The city authorities say that they have 
given the fire department all the money 
they can, considering the paucity of the 
revenues, but it must be clear to them that 
the policy they have pursued is an expensive 
one for the community. For every dollar 
which the department qught to get but does 
not get, citizens pay out several dollars in 
larger insurance premiums, or are subjected 
to heavy losses if they fail to insure. [If 
more revenue cannot be had, the only eco- 
nomie course to pursue will be to eut other 
departments more severely than they are 
cut now, so that there may be more engines, 
more firemen, and a better supply of water 
where the supply is inadequate now. 
The suggestion of the underwriters that in 
promotional examinations greater weight 
should be given to the real merits ” of the 
men as firemen, to be determined largely 
by the fire marshal, than to their education- 
al qualifications is sound in theory. No 
man should be better able than the head of 
the department to say who is the best fire- 
fighter, and therefore most deserving of pro- 
motion. The practical difficulty is that 
when special weight is given to the state- 
ments of the head of a department as to 
„ efficiency there is always suspicion that 
political influence or favoritiem has con- 
trolled him. Until the merit system is mere 
firmly established than it is now it is better 
not to tamper with the method of conduet- 
ing promotional examinations. | 
The assertion of the insurance men that 
there is a lack of harmony among members 
of the fire department is one the public can 
neither affirm nor deny, but it is fully aware 


i of the fact that a lack of harmony weakens 


the efficiency of a fire department as it dors 
that of an army. The matter is one deserv- 
ing the attention of the mayor. Doubtless 
he will call on the underwriters for the 
facts on which they base their assertion, and 
if he discovers that they are not mistaken

missionary in the Whitechapel slums of Lon- 
don. Subsequently he acted for a time as 
assistant priest in one of the newer churches 
at Nuremberg, but for the last three years 
has been professor of theology at the great 
Roman Catholic university of Friburg in 
Switzerland. He is an eloquent preacher 
and has at Friburg shown considerable tact 
and skill in dealing with the faculty and 
yith the students of the University of Fri- 
burg, while one of his principal character- 
istics is his modesty, a characteristic which 
indeed has been the cause of his refusing 
all ecclesiastical honors until now. Free from 
all hauteur and pride of rank, he is therefore 
the man above all others fitted to succeed 
Archbishop Kohn, and to pour oil on the 
troubled waters of Olmufz, and to conciliate 
both the clergy and the laity. :

The archiepiscopal see of Olmutz, which 
carries with it the title of prince, had always 
been held by prelates of illustrious birth 
until the appointment of Archbishop Kohn, 
who has been such a terrible failure that the 
experiment of nominating a divine of humble 
origin to the post is not Hikely to be tried 
again. Archbishop Kohn’s predecessor was 
the courtly Cardinal Prince . Furstenberg,

Lord and Lady Tweeddale, who have just 
been celebrating their silver wedding, are 
among the best known and busiest members 
of the British peerage.

of the ancestral castle of the Hays. The 
marquis is the king of the gypsies, and the 
principal tribes of the latter in Scotland 
make his property in Haddingtonshire their 
headquarters. His favorite home, where he 
has been celebrating his silver wedding, is . 
Tester house, in East Lothian. The man- 
sion is only about 160 years old, but about a 
mile therefrom and on the family estates 
stands the half ruined old Yester castle, 
sung by Sir Walter Scott in Marmion,’ the 
feature of which is the famous Goblin hall, 
which, according to legend, was created by 
Sir Hugh Gifford, the magician, with one 
stroke of his wand. Tradition likewise in- 
vested this Goblin hall with a spell placed 
upon it by its creator to the effect that any 
man who dared to interfere with its sym- 


end. No one ever dared to tamper with it 
until Lord Gifford, the elder brother of the 
present marquis, ridiculing the superstition, 
cleared a number of steps away which led 
down to the water. Within twelve months 
afterwards he met with his death in the man- 
ner which I have described above—crushed 
by a falling tree. ‘

that quarter. 


But the Cotton association was not wrong 
in its apprehension over increased consump- 
tion in the United States without accompany- 


ing increased production. 


The United States furnishes ten-four- 


teenths of all the cotton grown in the world 


and Great Britain gets four-fifths of its sup- 


ply from this country. Consumption in Great 


Britain has averaged about the same during 
the last ten years. The annual consumption 


being between 3,000,000 and 3,500,000 bales. 


The continent and countries other than the 


United States, however, in the same period 


increased their consumption 47 per cent, while 


the United States has increased 56 per cent. 
Whereas ten years ago Great Britain con- 
sumed 500,000 bales a year more than the 
United States, the latter now consumes 


700,000 bales more than Great Britain. 
Distribution of Consumption.
